We have been tempted to use these words 
from a favorite hymn because as this 
GOSSIP begins to take form,they are most 
appropriate to the hot summer day. 

Yet it is not that thought alone which 
inspires the choice.We find in our gardens 
the beauty which inspires the psalmist.It 
makes the glowing summer sun a thing of 
splendor,as it shines on the rich bright 
colors of midseason,even as it is when 
lighting the soft greens and tender 
colors of spring,or when enriching the 
bronze and gold of fall.No matter what 
the season,we need our gardens. 

Perhaps there is little incentive to 
do needed work on a sweltering summer day 
altho much of our work is done under such 
conditions.But not every day is torrid. 
Work fillshours that seem to lack point; 
creation fills an urgent need;and beauty 
attained inspires to better living. 

Very soon again,there will be rainfall 
and cool days for planting.And what you 
plant now,you will harvest in beauty and 


pleasure,next year. 


TWO NEW LILIES. 


We can offer for the first time,two Hybrid Lilies which we 
have either grown or observed for a number of years.The first 
is one of our originations and is in quite plentiful supply. 
The second,from a neighbor,is distinctly limited in number and 
is probably as yet only a connoisseur's lily.Yet we predict that 
it will in time become widely popular and well known. 


WHITEF ACE. 


Many years ago we succeeded in producing a hybrid of L.regale 
and L.auratum,and bulbs of this hybrid were sent out by us in 
1949.Among the seedlings was one outstanding form which we kept 
and have propagated.It is a trumpet lily with a sturdy erect 
stem to at least 36" on established plants.The blooms are clus- 
tered at the top of the stem in such a way that however one 
sees it one sees an open flower.These flowers are large,quite 
widely flaring but with over-lapping segments,the bottom one 
of which is much wider than the rest.These are pure white, save 
for a slight yellow throat and it is this whiteness,held up- 
ward and outward, that has influenced its naming. Across Lake 
Champlain, and above the other Adirondacks, WHITEFACE MOUNTAIN 
stands out at all times,but particularly so when it is first 
whitened by snow.We have named this strongly fragrant,white 
lily for the mountain it reminds us of.Always clean looking, 
free of disease,and readily increased,this is a garden lily 
par excellence.In bloom here from July 10 to 25. 

STRONG FLOWERING BULBS, are ONE DOLLAR EACH. 


Many lily growers are looking to hybrids of L.henryi for 
new forms to blossom in August,after the trumpet type Regal 
hybrids are past,mcause of its hardiness and strong growth. 
T.A.Havemeyer is the first of these hybrids to become well 
known.The Aurelians also have henryi influence, but are apt to 
be earlier.In ALASKA we have a seedling of a soft yellow form 
of henryi,from pollen of a selected Aurelian Hybrid.The result 
was outstanding from the start,and the mature plant stands 
stiffly erect to four and five feet.Its flowers are in a rac- 
emose head and are reflexed like those of L.henryi.They are 
almost pure white,but have a pale yellow band down each segment 
while the newly opened flower has a flecking of lavender brown 
deep in the throat which,with the yellow,fades as the bloom 
ages.There are usually two buds on each pedicel,and the second 
opens much later than the first so that the entire head flowers 
over a long period.Blossoming begins late in July,and continues 
well into August,the flowers as large or larger than L.henryi.

LILY NOTES. 


Thirty six years ago we first learned 
the difference between a true Lilium,and 
the many other members of the Lily Family. 
We have watched the efforts of the hyb- 
ridists over the years,have done some 
crossing ourselvas.We have read most of 
the literature that is available on this 
genus, beginning with Elwes! Monograph, 
which had life-size woodcuts in color 
as we recall it,almost 3! by 2!.Now we 
have the North American Lily Society,with 
its Annual Year Book,and a wide and ever 
growing membership,spreading the cult of 
the lily. Someone asked us recently what 
amazed us most about the lily.We could 
truthfully answer that it seemed incredible 
that after so many years of lack of prog- 
ress in cultivating and improving them,we 
should all of a sudden achieve so much in so 
short a time. 


In July a group of enthusiasts met at 
Ralph Warner's Connecticut home to see the 
marvelous hybrids he has raised between 
L. japonicum and L.auratum,and we were also 
fortunate enough to see individual blooms 
of Miss Pfeiffer's hybrids of L.auratum 
and L.japonicum,-a reversal of the parents. 
Perhaps we'll tell you more about these 
farther on.But as these beauties were dis- 
played,our mind went back over these thirty 
odd years end recalled the first word we 
had had of an L.auratum hybrid,made by 
Parkman the historian with pollen of L. 
speciosum, but which lived only a few years 
and was then lost. We recalled too, the 
first blooms of L.japonicum we ever saw, 
soft pure pink,and always just about the 
loveliest thing grown,in our eyes.And 
we thought of the loose flabby bulb from 
which it came,and how we were told that 
they suffered if in a wet spot,and that 
they must be surrounded with sand and were 
best planted on one side,so that water 
would not stand in them.Yet here they were 
growing in wet spongy soil,-the base of a 
drained pond. The loose flabby bulb was 
that way because it had to be so dried out 
in order to ship it safely from Japan.One 
marvels that it lived at all.Which in turn 
recalled the Department of Agriculture 
scientist who told us how he once went to 
a Chinese grocery in New York City,and 
bought a pound of dried lily bulbs(they are 
a regular item of food in China).From the 
entirely dried bulbs,he managed to raise 
a few plants,none of which he recognized. 


Shortly after our return,we received 
the 1952 Yearbook.Here are recorded the 
work of both professional and amateur 
lily enthusiasts.One has but to turn the 
pages to realize still further,how far 
we have come.Hybrids between hitherto 
incompatible species; new forms of great 
hardiness; much new OLMOERE of the fine 
native species of the West voast.What 
would not some of our friends have given 
for all this,thirty years ago?

A hobby is a wonderful thing.Some are 
collecting stamps,and others old cars.And 
always if one is not interested in another's 
hobby his enthusiastic words will fall on 


HENRYI.This old favorite comes from China.It will stand eight 
feet high,at its best with twenty deep orange yellow blooms, 
their petals reflexed until they meet at the back.Very 
showy and incredibly hardy.Nice to use amongst shrubs.At its 


deaf ears. So at times,our words mus fall 
on yours.Perhaps you grow Iris,or Peonies 
or Delphinium.Even conceivably you don't 
care for plants at all,-but just enjoy a 
garden as a completed thing. Consider then 
what it is we are hobbying. The genus is 
one of the most widely distributed thruout 
the north temperate zone.Every country has 
lilies,and there have been a number of new 
species and forms found within the last 


few years.A few species have been cultivated 


for over one hundred years,yet most of the 
ones now being widely planted were barely 
known,or not known,fifty years ago.For a 
moment,consider the Gladiolus. It has be- 
come a favorite in every garden.Yet it is 
tender and must be dug each year; it has 
its pests and diseases; there are many 
sizes and colors,-yet basically all are 
alike.And in northern gardens they flower 
for a limited period in summer,and wntil 
frost.Returning to the lily,we find that 
many forms are incredibly hardy,and few 
will fail to live for years if properly 
placed.We admit of few pests, but concede 
some diseases,but here we are achieving 
control. We have all the colors of the 
Gladiolus,except blue,and it doesn't seem 
impossible we may attain that. We have four 
major flower forms,and innumerable inter- 
mediate forms already,or possible.And in 
New England,we begin seeing lilies in mid- 
May and then can have them continually 
until frost comes in October.There is the 
matter of fragrance too,and airy graceful 
growth,or if you prefer,stately beauty and 
sturdy,stocky habit. 


This hobby of ours is also a business 
and has its problems.The gardener may con-~ 
fine himself to growing the varieties he 
likes,or that do well for him.We must try 
to see the newer Lilies with a critical 
eye,for their garden appeal.And with a 
professional knowledge of their require- 
ments to tell us not only whether we can 
produce them economically, but whether you 
may be able to grow them easily.And all 
this improvement in the genus Liliun,of 
which we have been writing has increased 
our problems.There are many fine things 
available in quantity. Shall we offer them 
now,or grow them here for a time to see 
how they 'do'?There are many other fine 
things offered us,but not available in 
numbers. Shall we buy them in the hope 
they may become widely popular? We have 
raised some nice things here.How do they 
compare with similar forms in other areas?

YELLOW TRUMPETS, (AURELIAN). The Aurelian group of Trumpet

years propagation.Two years ago,however,we scaled the four 
best forms,and now have a moderate number of flowering size 
bulbs,-just how many cannot be told til harvest.All carry 
their flowers quite well erect,tho not so much as do the 
Shelburne Hybrids.+he stems are sturdy,and amply tall,30" 

at least.The blooms open widely, but are trumpet shaped.And 
the color is a soft straw yellow,not strong in itself, but 
pronounced by comparison with the white trumpets.We now 

have brighter yellow trumpets,and hope for even brighter ones 
next season.But for the moment,we do not have them in any 
quantity,while of these soft yellows we do have bulbs to 
sell.Several who have seen them,say they are the equal of 

any that have been shown,and have been anxious to buy.We 

take great pleasure in offering these Yellow Trumpets,in 
flowering size bulbs,at $2.00 each. The supply is limited.

So what about these new varieties? 

To begin with,we have for a long time, pre- 
ferred to grow our own bulbs,and to market 
those with whose culture we were familiar. 
One of the reasons for this was that some 
species,notably the Martagons were not at 
all happy with us,and we felt that we could 
not correctly tell others how to grow what 
we could not cultivate ourselves. And also 
there were not too many reputable sources 
of supply,so that sometimes we could not 

be sure of supplying until the bulbs were 
actually in our hands.Some of these factors 
are still important.But there are many new 
lily varieties available in good numbers, 
and adequately tested thruout the country. 
We felt we must include them in our list. 


Then too,we have seen a few things of 
such great beauty or obvious merit that we 
simply had to include them because in our 
judgment they will in due time become very 
widely popular.Such a variety is ALASKA, 
found here for the first time. We saw this 
first as a seedling.Instead of the slender 
leaf of the typical lily seedling at this 
age, this had an ovate leaf as large as that 
of a Plantain,-much like a small Hosta leaf. 
From this it went on to flower,and the first 
bloom showed its rare beauty,both of form 
and of color.As it matured,the sturdy erect 
stem was apparent,not drooping like its 
henryi parent,and the incredibly large in- 
florescence,an inverted V of white and soft 
yellow,with the extra lower buds making the 
whole V a thing of beauty for weeks.It began 
to flower as our own Shelburne Hybrids were 
ending.And it was of easy culture.We are both 
proud and happy to be able to offer it. 


There are many other fine lilies that we 
have seen,and we offer two of them in 
MOLLY STARE and LEMON LADY. While SENECA 
is in a way known to us all,for who hasn't 
seen the Tiger 4ily.For Seneca,tho a hybrid 
is in effect a superbly vigorous and much 
later Tiger. Molly Stark is one of a group 
of lilies of very easy culture,but whose 
colors are very showy and bright.We profess 
to find them trying on hot summer days.Yet 
others say no,and the continual demand for 
the bright orange and grenadine red sorts 
would seem to prove us wrong.As for “emon 
Lady,-there are all too few good soft 
yellow lilies at any season.We have seen 
nothing that pleased us more than this one. 


We should like to add here that it does 
not seem likely that the incredibly lovely 
pink euratums previously mentioned,will be 
available for some time to come.They are 
being propagated,of course.But they will 
not be grown commercially for some time,and 
will probably need extra care in the gar- 
den.Our hope for these is mainly that they 
will be the parents of more easily grown sorts.

And about our own introductions.We are 
prejudiced in their favor,of course. Yet 
we trist we are honest enough to see their 
weaknesses as well as their values. We 
have tried to describe them fairly.We have 
had them tested in other sections.And we 
have had competent authorities see them 
growing under our own conditions. When 
these authorities offered to list them in 
their catalogs,or when like our friend 
George Holland,wished to introduce them 
in another country,we could not fail to 
be gratified.(If you live in Canada, see 
our reference to Mr.Holland in 'The Man- 
ager's Desk'). We refer of course to our 
pink forms of the Shelburne Hybrids.We 
have sent these to England,where a firm 
is waiting for a chance to introduce them. 


Yet we knew when we sent them out, that 
there would be some complaints.Despite 
our tests,they might fail to flower brightly 
on some soils,or in certain areas,as was 
known to be true of another strain.And we 
have had just that experience.As a matter 
of fact,many of our best forms,which we 
are propagating as clonal lots,were far 
from being as bright as usual this year, 
we think because of the extreme heat.In 
some cases,we were surprised at the bright 
colors we had.And when these pink forms 
were cut and opened in the house,they were 
invariably better.Discounting the chance 
of a substitution,which does exist,we are 
asking you to believe that the colors on 
a well established bulb will be better 
than those of the first year.And if you 
can put them in partial shade,you will 
find it helps. 


Because we are also gardeners,we have 
in mind the garden effect,fully as much 
as the actual beauty of the individual 
bloom.With that in mind,our selections 
run to plants with upward facing blooms, 
on sturdy stems,not too high.We feel that 
such a variety as WHITEFACE, planted in 
a group of three,has more garden value 
than the drooping trumpeted L.sargentiae 
in any number. While the soft yellow of 
our Aurelian Trumpet group was outstanding 
against the background of many hundreds 
of white lily blooms,as it would be against 
brighter colors. 


One other matter needs discussion.That 
is the size of lily bulbs.Each year we get 
complaints of small size. Occasionally 
this is partly justified,as it is with 
the Pink Seedlings.Obviously these have 
to flower before they can be seen as pink. 
But in comparison,with other Shelburne 
Hybrids, they may be small,and they will 
continue to be,until they are produced in 
quantity. On the other hand,we had returned 
to us last year,some bulbs of a variety 
which were as large as we have ever seen 
them,and which had flowered heavily for us, 
because they were too small.SOME SORTS JUST 
DON'T MAKE LARGE BULBS!

We have come to feel that we must offer some of the new 
lilies being sent out by other hybridists,for it is obvious 
that we do not produce all the best sorts! After visiting a 
number of test grounds and gardens,we have decided tq include 
the following widely different types as being in our opinion 
the most outstanding new things now available in any amounts. 


AURELIAN SUNBURST(deGraff). This group is made up of flowers 


that most closely resemble L.henryi in shape.They are much 
larger and less reflexed than those of L.henryi,and the 
colors include white,cream yellow,and orange.The blooms 
are of unusual texture,and where available have been much 
used in floral arrangements. FEach,$2,.50. 


GOLD RUSH(deGraff). This,with the next two are part of a group 


designated as Mid-Century Hybrids. They are hybrids of the 


Tiger “ily,with many other species.In the main they are 
much alike,save in color.They stand sturdily erect,to a 
height of three feet,and carry large,widely opened flowers 
at the top,all of which face outward on short petioles,so 
that a stem is an immense bouquet,or a splash of color in 
the garden.We have seen most in flower,and they give a good 
account of themselves both as plants-for hardiness and ease 
of culture- and as garden subjects in late june and early 
July. Gold Rush is golden-yellow, three to five flowers per 
stem.It is outstanding. $0.50 each.

Many do not realize that the Pyrethrum is a form of the 
Chrysanthemum.When this is realized,their value to the garden 
becomes even more apparent.They give the same mass of color 
and are as valuable for cutting as are their fall flowering 
cousins.And they are as easy to grow.Full sum or partial shade 
good deep soil,not too wet,and they are happy.Avoid excessively 
wet soils,and do give light protection-,as evergreen boughs 
or excelsior(not leaves),the first winter.Cut to the ground as 
the flowers fade for better foliage and an occasional flower 
the rest of the summer.Divide every few years,just after the 
flowering period,for best results.

We raised this variety many years ago,and to our 
discredit let it go to Dr.and “rs.Bliss,gardeners and prom- 
iment educstors.Seeing it as they grew it,we recognized our 
error and bought it back,naming it for Mrs.Bliss as part of 
the bargain.It is a small single flower,produced in very large 
numbers on slender wiry stems.The color is a bright orange 
pink,unusual in itself and a plant in full bloom is a mass 
of brilliant color. 


VICTORIA. We brought this in from England,with E.M.Robinson. 
It was then one of the best single red sorts,and it still 
is notable for the profusion of its bloom.It makes a strong 
plant,less erect than some.the flowers are of good size, 
with many petals,and the color is an even deep rose red.

BUCKEYE.An old favorite originating in Ohio,we believe,years 
ago,and now quite well known.Very double,perfectly formed 
blooms of a good red shsde,slightly lighter at the center. 


CHERRY GLOW. We had this from the Pacific Coast where it is 
greatly admired.We think it a little brighter in color than 
Buckeye,which it resembles,both in its red and also in that 
it shows more white at center. 


DAINTY.Again a Pacific Coast variety,double bright pink,close 
to red.Not large,it has less evident white fleckings and is 
a very charming sort,in the garden or for cutting. 
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CHRYSANTHEMUM COCCINEUM. 


Botanists insist that our Pyrethrum 
are actually the plant named above.We are 
inclined to believe them,ever since the 
late Alex Cumming of Chrysanthemum fame 
succeeded in making a cross between our 
Pyrethrum and his Chrysanthemum.We have 
contemplated reversing the procedure, but 
came to the conclusion that there was 
plenty of chance for improvement in the 
Pyrethrum as it now is. 


To that end,we have been crossing them 
using the colors we particularly liked, 
on the better doubles.If you will check 
our list you will note that there are a 
great many double forms that are much 
alike,while the single kinds have more 
widely diverse coloring.We have several 
single sorts that we do not offer,which 
are even more different. We have had two 
results. First,a very few excellent double 
forms,particularly as to vigor,and some 
really excellent singles in many colors. 
Second,an increasing liking for the single 
flowered sorts. We shall not let this stop 
our quest for a fully double form with 
the color of Mrs.D.C.Bliss,or Huntington's 
Scarlet.But you are more than likely to 
see an increased number of single kinds 
offered.We have divided them this way,as 
you will see.The English lists have long 
done the same,and there were always more 
singles than doubles,which we laid to the 
fact that doubling is not easily come by. 
Now we're beginning to wonder if perhaps 
the widely diverse colors of the singles 
and the surprising differences in flower 
form that are possible,together with a 
sturdier growth,and sometimes better 
flowering habit weren't apparent to our 
English cousins,before we discovered then. 


For when we began thinking of importing 
Pyrethrum from England,many years ago,it 
was the double forms we wanted.Just out of 
curlosity,we included some singles,and from 
nearly a thousand plants shipped,we saved 
just three sorts,-all singles.These were 
Eileen May Robinson, Victoria,and Guardsman. 
The first two have thrived,the last was 
soon lost.And most of the double forms we 
have are very certainly of American origin, 
altho they may have come from seed sent 
out from some English collection.Such a 
one is our Mrs.C.E.Beckwith.we know.It 
would seem that growing the seedlings here 
may have given them a tolerance with our 
sometimes intolerable weather,that their 
more gently reared English cousins lack. 
Incidentally, this trans-ocean shipment 
should have opened our eyes to the diffi- 
culties attending the transportation of 
Pyrethrum,-a matter with which we are 
much more familiar now.

For Pyrethrum are not easily shipped. 
They are particularly hard to handle in 
the spring.The new growth starts below 
the surface of the ground and is very soft 
and fragile.If handled roughly,it breaks 
off.If packed too wet,or if delayed in 
transit,it arrives rotted,while if packed 
dry to avoid rotting,it will surely arrive 
shrivelled up,no matter how fast it travels. 
If one could dig them immediately the frost 
is out,before growth starts at all,and keep 
them dormant,perhaps it would help.But we 
did that one year on a large shipment, and 
the entire lot grew in the crate,as soon 
as they were taken from the cold cellar, 
and tho not spoiled,were very soft on 
arrival. 


The answer seems to be fall shipping. 
Such plants as we produce have new roots 
and fresh young tops.We seldom have ser- 
ious losses in transit with such plants. 
If they are established in your garden in 
September,and covered with boughs or excel- 
sior or salt hay,along in November, they 
usually over winter well,and are much better 
the next May.

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PERENNIAL GARDENING. 


Gardening with hardy plants,differs in 
many ways from the use of annuals,or ten- 
der perennials.So too does the production 
of the plant material. With both types of 
gardens,similar effects can be had.For in- 
stance the massing of Iris in large beds 
will give an effect at flowering time com- 
parable to that achieved by massing Zinnias 
or solid beds of Phlox will provide an even 
more massive showing.Yet it has always 
seemed to us that the hardy plant material 
was more effectively used,as well as more 
esthetically used,when it was combined in 
such a way as to give a succession of 
bloom over a long period,and full advantage 
taken of the foliage values at different 
seasons. 


Not that we have any real fault to find 
with massed plantings,whether tender or 
hardy.Particularly in public grounds, the 
massed planting may be preferred.This may 
be due in part to the difficulty of finding 
skilled help to care for the necessarily 
more intricate perpetual flowering border 
save in the largest parks.Much more likely 
it is due to the general liking for a dis- 
play.One must admit that solid beds of 
Tulips are gorgeous in front of Fire 
Station,or even a Hospital.And if the 
Tulips are taken up and annuals promptly 
set in,there will be another show in mid- 
summer,and wntil frost.But to us,such beds 
are more pleasing if filled with plants of 
good foliage,which besides providing a show 
of color at their flowering seeson,give the 
varied greens of spring,and perhaps the 
brighter colors of fall. 


In previous GOSSIPS we have discussed 
the planning of the mixed border,its soil 
preparation,and its care.At the risk of 
repeating much that has been already set 
down,we shall try to discuss the massing 
of hardy plants to obtain maximum effect. 
It can be done. 


First of all,the beds must be thoroughly 
prepared.Just as in bedding with annuals 
where one poor plant will spoil the effect 
so will one weaker plant in a group of 
strong growing hardy ones be particularly 
noticeable.And this is especially true if 
the beds are left for several years rather 
than dug over and re-fertilized each spring. 
Dig deeply, taking off the topsoil,and then 
discarding the poorer subsoil,particularly 
if it is 'hardpan!.Put in as much manure 
as possible,or lacking thatrefill with the 
pest available soil,mixed heavily with peat 
moss and such manure as can be had.Bring this 
mixture close to the top,and finish with 
poorer soil if need be.The roots of hardy 
plants generally go deeply,and the sur- 
face soil grows weeds.

In the choice of plants to fill display 
beds,some thought must be given to their 
surroundings.We recently visited a large 
estate where several small beds in an area 
of lawn were set off by larger borders. 
These were out of bloom at the time, but 
were to have color of Phlox later on.These 
smaller beds were nearly massed with Iris 
sibirica,and were a brave sight.When done 
they would still be green,and the brighter 
colored beds near them,filled with Phlox 
and other fall flowering items,would take 
ones attention from the lack of bloom. 


But if the areas are more formal,as in 
a park or on institution grounds, then one 
must consider the single area,without re- 
ference to its surroundings.It is easily 
possible to fill such a bed with bulbs, be- 
ginning with Tulips,which may be left in 
the ground.A very simple treatment would 
Tulips;then Lilies like the Madonnas,or 
else the Hybrid Irumpets,followed by L. 
henryi,and the Speciosums.Add some Col- 
chicum to such a bed and cut back the lilies 
when frosted and there will be color over 
a long period.It is surprising how many 
bulbs one can get into a bed,and have 
them all do well,if the soil is fertile. 


To mass Iris,one may best use them at 
the center of a bed,and surround them 
with Tulips.If Platycodon are scattered 
thru the Iris,and care taken to keep them 
from being smothered(they will really stand 
up to the Iris quite well),a very fine 
effect is had. And there are other standard 
combinations,like Peonies with Phlox,-keep 
the Peonies well supported-,and Violas 
with Chrysanthemums. Daylilies alone,if 
wisely chosen will give flowers and good 
foliage in a bed over an entire summer. 


It is more difficult to use Poppies 

for with their mass of foliage,they crowd 
everything out,and then suddenly, they are 
gone.But we have seen them combined with 
Japanese Anemones,very effectively.Shady 
beds may be filled with Bleedingheart.It 
will keep its foliage well in a cool moist 
spot,or Columbines may be planted amongst 
it,to give a long display,while an edging 
of Hostas,particularly subcordata,will give 
white flowers in fall. 


Doronicum flower in a mass,very early, 
then disappear.Plant them with Shasta Daisy 
for blossoms over a long period,or with 
Geums and Tiger Lilies,for yellow followed 
by bright orange. Our favorite Pyrethrum 
are excellent bedding plants,and if cut 
down shortly after flowering,the late 
summer growth will not much crowd Fall 
Chrysanthemums.Platycodons and Lilies are 
other Pyrethrum companions for bedding.

EUPHORBIA POLYCHROMA. Too little known,this cousin of the Xmas 
Poinsettia,grows rapidly to a foot of height in early May 
and each of the many stems is topped with a cluster of yellow 
bracts, surrounding the small yellow,true flowers.As it fades 
it may be cut down,and the new foliage will be an attractive 
soft green all the rest of the summer. 


HELLEBORUS NIGER. The Christmas Rose has had much advertising 
in recent years.It is not a new plant,nor terribly scarce, 
tho it is seldom seen in modern gardens.We have always had 
a moderate stock.The plant grows thriftily but slowly,and 
likes a bit of shade.Here it shows a few flowers late in fall 
and displays the rest of them early in spring.In milder 
climates,if protected,it will flower thru December. $1.00 
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Perennial Gardening,-con. 


It is when one is attempting such effects 
as these that the value of the propagated 
variety (the clon) is most evident.In any 
lot of seedlings,some variation is present. 
In Columbines,one may not mind,for they 
stand tall,and flower at varying spacings. 
But where the effect is to result from the 
massing of flower heads,as in Pyrethrun, 
then the plants should be alike to give even 
growth.Moreover one can then be sure of 
the color effect. 


Such masses of color as we have suggested 
may be just as effective in the border.In 
fact,if the border is a long and deep one 
they are very valuable.Just as the small 
border needs plants that will not crowd 
it,to permit as many different color shows 
as possible thruout its length,and over 
the season,so the larger border needs the 
heavy mass if it is not to look patchy. 


We are inclined to regret the passing 
of the interest in foliages that was a 
marked part of gardening with perennials 
in years past.Take for instance, the grasses 
such as Elymusglaucus,or Eulalias or Pha- 
laris. True,they had to be watched,or they 
would spread badly,but so do Aconites,and 
Boltonias and Heleniums,and many others 
we might mention.*et they gave colors and 
effects we cannot obtain in smaller bor- 
ders,nor with the more colorful plants 
more in vogue today.And one makes a mis- 
take to subordinate foliage to color.Not 
only is good foliage at all times,the mark 
of the good cultivator,but it is also a 
very definite part of the beauty of a bed 
a border,or a whole garden. We recall an 
area under two huge Norway Spruce,that a 
famous garden maker filled entirely with 
Hostas.Not H.variegata,with its green and 
white variegated foliage.But Subcordata, 
and Ovata and Glauca and Thomas Hogg,to use 
the names we know them by.Shaded as the 
spot was,and filled with these leafy greens 
of various shades,the effect was inspiring 
as well as cool.It was beautiful. But the 
other day we stood in a sales garden and 
watched customers walk past fine beds of 
H.ovata,and its variety Thomas Hogg,without 
giving them a glance.No flowers,you see. 


The perennial garden about the modern 
home is different from these older,larger 
gardens,just as the home is different.But 
the principals of good gardening are the 
same.Whether it be for the one or the other, 
or for formal beds before a Fire House, 
one must have good foliage, succession of 
bloom, and good color combination.

THE PAST YEAR. 


At the close of the War,we set about re- 
planting our fields,with particular atten- 
tion to the large collection of hardy plant 
material we had accumulated over the years. 
We envisioned a new group of gardeners,in 
new homes,anxious for gardens and searching 
for the unusual. And to a certain degree 
such a group existed.Many had never had a 
garden,and their need was for the showy 
things,easily grown,which they saw every- 
where they went. There was still the older 
gardener,and plant lover,looking to replace 
the things he had lost. So we went ahead 
with our work,quite overlooking several 
things that could trouble us. 


The first to become apparent,as we have 
hinted was the lack of demand for the un- 
usual.Next,and in many ways the worst of 
all,was the foul condition of fields that 
had not been weeded during the War years. 
Our old Scotch friend used to say,"One 
year's seedin! mak's seven years weedin'", 
That he was right was apparent a year ago. 
Then, just when we needed it,weeding help 
was practically unavailable,except at 
rates that prohibited caring for a bed 
of some plant of which we might not sell 
more than five in an entire year.There 
was no alternative. We let such things 
go. We cared for the plants for which we 
had a demand,particularly the trees,shrubs 
and evergreens,and the Pyrethrum and Lilies. 
Down came our shade bower,destroying our 
collection of native ferns,orchids and 
wild flowers.By the end of last summer, 
we could scarcely see some of the peren- 
nial beds,for grass and weeds.We turned 
away those who came on the place looking 
for hardy plants. 


During the winter we decided that we 
must either give up these things entirely, 
or else find some means of caring for a 
much shortened list,-the things that are 
in demand. We went over the list,discarding 
right and left.We sowed some seed in the 
greenhouses.We had prepared a small plot 
of new soil,and on this we have used Tear 
Gas to sterilize the soil and destroy weed 
seed and roots.To it we are moving the best 
of the things we have.It's not an easy job 
to plow under things you really like.It 
isn't even easy to decide what to keep. 

But the plants we have are on new clean 
soil.A very few choice things are being 
kept in the old Trial Garden section,in 
the trust that someday there will again 
be a worthwhile demand for such things. 
By another summer we hope to be looking 
better,and to be worthy of your visits.

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HARDY PLANTS. 


OENOTHERA MACROCARPA. This Evening Primrose bears enormous 
yellow flowers on a compact bushy plant,less than a foot 
high, followed by odd,four winged seed pods.Showy and unusual. 


PLATYCODON, DOUBLE WHITE. These are Balloon Flowers of the lower 
growing type,with clear white blooms,enhanced by four extra 
petals,regularly placed,and making the flower look like a 
Gardenia.Strong roots, $1.00 each. 

PLATYCODON,PINK. The flowers of this strain,tho single,are 
very attractive for they are a soft even shade of pink.We 
have grown it for several years,but never offered it. $1.00

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CONVALLARIA,FORTIN'S GIANT. This is the strongest growing form 
of Lily-of-the-Valley.Under good culture,the stems will be 
a foot high,the bells proportionately large.It is equally 
fragrant with the common form,and is much superior to it

CYPRIPEDIUM ACAULE, This, the Moccasin Flower,is found in pine 
woodléend,and in acid bogs.It is a lovely thing,with its 
single large pink(rose) flower held erect on the bare 
stem to even a foot of height.When happy,it is very per- 
manent.

C.PARVIFLORUM. This is the smaller Yellow Lady-Slipper, found 
in open damp woodland,or on the edge of a swamp in partial 
shade.Usually of easy culture in any cool soil.60¢ per bud.

T.SESSILE LUTEUM.The Yellow lrillium is different and charming. 
It is of easy culture here,tho actually a southerner. 
T.STYLOSUM.Finest of the southern Trilliums that will grow here. 
It has slightly drooping rose pink flowers,e" across. 
T.UNDULATUM. The Painted trillium,with white flowers blotched 
red or purple in the throat.Plant it deeper than the rest 
for it grows naturally in cool high northern areas.

sponded quickly.We had hoped to list a 
number of Primulas,but they simply are 
wasting away.Trollius too,dislike heat!
